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Geographers re-discover unique caves under Montréal 



Glacial revelations

A series of underground caves, 
formed üiousands of years ago by 
glaciers in die area that is now 
Montréal, were re-discovered re- 
cently by geographers at the 
Université de Québec à Montréal. 
According to Dr. Jacques Schroe- 
der, a geography professor at the 
university, die caves arc unique — 
the only such glacial landforms in 
the world. 

The caves consist of 418 meucs 
of horizontal galleries accompa- 
nied by vertical fissures in die lime- 
stone. Tlicy arc mainly concen- 
trated in less than one square kilom- 
etre in the municil,^lity of St. Le- 
onard. 

First discovered in lc^8 during 
excavation for a building “"ounda- 
tion, and described in a scuntific 
journal then, die caves were n.'rc 
or less forgotten until recently. But 
Dr. Schroeder and his colleagues 
read about them in the old publica- 
tion, and went to invcsiigaie them. 

Tlicy mapped all die caves diat 
they could find and get into. Many 
have been scaled over oroblilcraicd 
by buildings, roads, etc. Aldiough 
geologists and engineers had stud- 
ied die area, they had never hit the 
caves. 

The caves were formed more than 
10 000 years ago as an ice sheet up 
to two kilomcves thick moved 
southward over die Monuéal area. 
The ice produced tremendous 
suesscs in die rock, causing hori- 
zontal displacement or shearing 
under die surface limestone. 

The shearing occurred in areas of 
thin, interbedded limestone and 
shale, where the rock structure was 
weakest, which arc sandwiched 
between the surface limestone and 
a more solid bedrock. Water may 
have a lubricated the shale, making 
it even weaker. 

The caves arc as much as five 
metres high. Tlic deepest arc right 
on the bedrock — about 10 metres 
down. The largest arc about dircc 
metres wide and several metres 
long. 

The walls of the caves arc gener- 
ally quite suaight — so straight, 
they look artificial. In most cases, 
the opposing walls could be fit 
perfectly togcdicr, proving that the 
caves were formed by cracking and 
displacement of rock, rather than 
by the rock being dissolved away 
by ground water (as most caves arc 
formed). 

“We don’t know how long it took 
for tlic caves to form, but we know 
that diey were there before the 
Montréal area was covered by the 
Champlain sea about 10 000 years 
ago," said Schroeder. 

Besides the caves, tlie glaciers 
also produced a lot of fissures in tlic 
rock. Tlic fissures created problems 
forengincers building the Montréal 
Métro system. When the Olympic 
Velodrome was built, some large, 
open fissures were filled with ton- 
nes of cement. "Even tliat recently, 
no one knew what had caused die 
fissures," said Schroeder. 



Tlie municipality of St. Leonard 
has built a stairway down to one of 
the caves, which is about 35 metres 
long. A smal I public park surrounds 
the access point to the cave, and 
visitors are welcome throughout 
the summer montlis. 

Until 1980, tlic cave was filled 
with rock debris, and it was neces- 
sary to crawl into it. But it was 



cleaned out and is now staffed by 
students uained as speleologists, or 
cave specialists. Last summer, 
more titan 3000 people visited die 
cave, including many school chil- 
dren. 

Dr. Schroeder’s research on die 
Montréal caves was funded by the 
Natural Sciences and Engineering 
Research Council. 




Arcoiogy embodied

Two miles from Interstate 17, 
totally isolated in the Arizona 
desert, some 70 miles north of 
Phoenix, what looks like a futur- 
isde space colony is slowly tak- 
ing form. 

The new city of Arcosanti has 
confused passing motorists for 
years. It is the ambitious project 
of Italian-born architect, philoso- 
pher, and disaffected disciple of 
Frank Lloyd Wright, Paolo Sol- 
eri. 

Soleri began Arcosanti in 1970, 
as a statement against urbanism, 
which he opposed in his theory of 
arcoiogy, or architecture-ecol- 
ogy, He believes the two greatest 
threats to society arc the degrada- 
tion of the human and the failure 
of humanity to decisively adapt 
to ecological imperatives. Ar- 
cosanti, he says, "will be an envi- 
ronment that is both ecologically 
responsible and humanly fulfill- 
ing." 

Arcosanti relics on passive en- 
ergy and offers attractive homes 
to residents, affording privacy 
and space, without the need for 
cars or other wasteful forms of 
transportation. 

After 18 years, however, Ar- 
cosanti is only three per cent 
completed. The town is being 
built almost exclusively by 
barely-paid students and volun- 
teers. 

Arizona Professor John Cobb, 
considers this tragic. Soleri "has 



been devoting much of his life 
and energy to transform his hope- 
ful vision into stone and flesh in a 
world that gapes and goggles, but 
docs not have the understanding 
that would enable and require it 
to give the support and encour- 
agement that long ago could have 
built a first generation arcoiogy.” 

But each year more apprentices 
come to Arcosanti from universi- 
ties all over the U.S. and abroad 
to continue construcu’on. At the 
same time they take part in a 
unique educational opportunity. 

Soleri is a long-time advocate 
for a new ecological conscious- 
ness. As Ada Louise Huxtabic of 
the New York Times wrote, “Sol- 
eri docs not need the bandwagon 
of despair. He has been preach- 
ing environment and ecology for 
a long time.” 

But his strongest merit is to in- 
tegrate such an approach with 
human objectives. Architecture 
critic Peter Blake points out that 
“Soleri has hied to create a city 
that is not (like most cities) a 
place from which all inhabitants 
constantly dream of escaping, 
but a proud symbol of man’s 
highest cultural achievements.’’ 

Meanwhile the cranes continue 
to operate, more concrete is 
poured, and the construction 
work quietly goes on at Ar- 
cosanti. The staff urges inter- 
ested students to contact them at 
Arco.santi, HC74 Box 4136, 
Mayer, Arizona.

Faculty strike at U. of S. 

SASKATOON (CUP) Students at the University of Saskatchewan 
may have their studies interrupted by a faculty strike before this 
academic year is ouL 

“It’s quite likely that we’ll take job action: we will be withholding 
services of one kind or another," said Peter Millard, head of the U. 
of S. Faculty Association and spokesperson for the faculty’s Job 
Action Implementation Committee. 

“Most professors take their professional duties very seriously . 
The only power we have is withholding services. We arc doing this 
reluctantly — we have no choice,” 

The primaiy concern is faculty conU’acts. Higher salaries and 
greater participation of faculty in the appointment of senior admin- 
istrators is also on the table. 

Millard said lower salaries mean the institution is unable to atuact 
top-notch teachers, which in turn affects quality of education. 
Millard also cited concerns about overcrowding, outdated research 
equipment, and an inadequate library. 

Grads propose changes 
to copyright Bill 

TORONTO (CUP) Graduate students ore still in danger of having 
their work ripped off under Canada’s new copyright legislation, die 
National Graduate Council says. 

NGC Chair Jonathan Bremer says Parliament should double Bill 
C-60’s three year statute of limitations on prosecution for copyright 
infringement. 

The NGC, the graduate wing of the Canadian Federation of 
Students, thinks grad students .should have more time to file suit or 
claim damages when a professor takes their work and uses it as his 
or her own. 

Bremer cited a Ph.D. supervisor at Carelton who published a 
student’s master’s thesis in four journals. But the student, unaware 
of the infringement until after the three year period, had no legal 
recourse. 

Plagiarism is especially common in the sciences where professors 
get co-authorship credit for work done in their lab, even though they 
have no such legal right, Bremer said. 

Even though the bill has already been passed in the House of 
Commons, Bremer is confident the Senate can still amend it in 
graduate students’ favour. 

Vancouver Native centre joins 
Canadian Federation of Students 

VANCOUVER (CUP) The lure of a national lobbying network to 
increase the profile of Native issues has prompted Vancouver’s 
Native Education Centre to become the first Native student body to 
join the Canadian Federation of Students. 

Sixty-five per cent of the centre’s 250 students voted in favour of 
paying the S3.75 per student per semester necessary to join the stu- 
dent federation. 

Phil Stewart, head of the Native student body, said the first priority 
will be to address the proposed spending cap on federal assistance 
to Native students. 

The recommendation, introduced by the minister of Indian Af- 
fairs, res trictseligibility locxisting programs. New mature students, 
for example, will not receive government funding to attend the 
Native Education Cenu^e. 

Founded twenty years ago, the Centre offers adult Native students 
a curriculum ranging from Native art to computer training. Through 
its “project access," it helps organize Native education facilities 
within other communities.

GLASNOST 



A spectre is haunting the U.S.S.R., the spectre of nationalism. For three 
wcelû in Febrriary, demonstrations of unprecedented magnitude took 
place in Soviet Armenia. Up to a million were reported to have marched 
through the streets of Yerevan, the capital, voicing their solidarity with the 
Armenians of Karabakh, who demand reunification with Armenia. 

These demonstration are a reflection of a complex reality, rooted in the 
region’s tragic history and in changes besetting the U.S.SR. today. At the 
end of WWI, the Ottoman and Russian empires had collapsed. During the 
war, 1 .5 million Armenians fell victim to the Young Turk regime’s dream 
of a Pan-Turkish empire in the Caucasus and Central Asia. Many survi- 
vors of this genocide fled to Russian Armenia, which, with the collapse of 
Tsarist Russia, proclaimed its independence in 1918. The tiny Republic, 
with its refugee problem, plagued by a famine that claimed one fourth of 
its population and geographically isolated, could not hc^ to survive after 
1920. when its two former masters reemerged in the guises of Kcmalist 
Turkey and the U.S.S Jl. Despite the ratification of the Treaty de Sèvres 
(1920), officially recognizing an expanded independent Armenia, the 
U.S.S.R. and Tu^ey colluded to de facto partition Armenia. In 1923, this 
partition was made de jure by the Treaty of Lausanne, thereby destroying 
all Armenian hope for independence. In this Treaty, then Commissar for 
Nationalities, Joseph Stalin, agreed to accomodate Turkey’s demands for 
the further dismemberment of Armenia in favour of Azerbaidjan. Nal- 
chichevawand Karabakh (Armenian lands populated by Armenians, who 
fomt the majority) were officially ceded to Azerbaidjan. The Kcmalist 
government was motivated by a desire to help its former ally in the region, 
in the hope of promoting further the Turkification of the Caucasus. 
Consequendy, many Armenians fled their homes amidst fear of renewed 
Turkish rule. Only the Armenians of Karabakh did not flee, protected by 
their concentrated numbers and mountain isolation. For over60 years, they 
calmly bore the brunt of harsh Azeri discrimination and attempts at 
assimilation. The hatred and tension between the peoples was only kept in 
check by Stalinist control. 

With the advent of Glasnost and Perestroika, socio-economic changes 
lagged behind the rest of the U.S.S.R., but the atmosphere had greatly 
changed. The bubble of stifled ethnic tension finally burst under the new 
spirit of openness. The Armenians seized the initiative in a move to redress 
an historical injustice. In doing so, they have handed Gorbachev the 
gravest challenge of his rule. The issue is explosive. Already there arc 
confirmed reports of retaliatory massacres of Armenians by Azeris in 
Azerbaidjan. To redress this historical injustice in the spirit of Glasnost 
would set a precedent for the country’s other nationalities. It could also 
spark an ethnic war between Azeris and Armenians. This would bolster the 
forces of Stalinist reaction in the Kemlin, to the detriment of Gorbachev’s 
reform agenda. Gorbachev is in a quandary. He has no desire to sec his 
policies dissipate in the fire of nationalist upheavals, carrying with them 
the spectre of renewed repression. Yet, not to address the Armenians’ 
grievance means to risk losing the support of a long-suffering people that 
has placed its trust in Gorbachev’s sincerity for change. The Armenians 
have made it known that they arc prepared to demonstrate until the 
injustice is corrected; for now they have promised to wait. March 26 is 
indeed a day of reckoning for Gorbachev.

hen Perrin Beatty became 
Canada’s Minister of Defence in 
the summer of 1986, he was 



briefed on a proposal to increase 
funding to the country’s universi- 
ties for military research. 

The “action plan’’ tliat was 
eventually adopted was not im- 
mediately available to tlic public 
because of its “secret" classifica- 



tion. When its contents were fi- 



nally disclosed, the scope and im- 
mediacy of the programme sur- 
prised many academics and activ- 
ists.

For in- 
stance, researchers at Simon 
Fraser Unviersity and the Univer- 
sity of British Columbia are work- 
ing with CTF Systems of Port 
Coquitlam on “the investigation 
and application" of thin film su- 
perconductors under a contract 
awarded by the DND in Septem- 
ber 1987. 

But the full extent of sub-con- 
tracted work is not known be- 
cause neitlier private firms nor 
universities are currently obliged 
to reveal figures. 

U.S.-Sponsored research 

In addition to research con- 
ducted on behalf of the DND, 
several Canadian universités are 
involved in military research for 
the United States military. 

Since 1982, the U.S. Defence 
Department has sponsored an 
average of S825 000 per year in 
direct, unclassified research on 
Canadian campuses. 

The University of Western On- 
tario has received the largest por- 
tion of these funds, with total 



And a review of unclassified contracts awarded by 
the Department of National Defence (DND) to Cana- 
dian universities shows how quickly the department 
moved to achieve this goal. 

The total value of the contracts awarded by March 
1987 was 33 per cent higher than the 1986 total. In fact, 
the annual total for unclassified conbacts has consis- 
tently risen since 1980, moving from S2 869 000 in 
1980 to S8 221 000 in 1987. 

During the 1980-1987 period, roughly three-quarters 
of the DND contracts were awarded to ten Canadian 
Universities. The University of Toronto, Queen’s 
University and McGill University have received S7 
million, S4.4 million and $3.7 million in DND con- 



maments.” 

This initiative was unsuccessful, but FAEs are not 
commonly stockpiled because “complete scientific 
understanding of the physical and chemical phenom- 
ena which arc the basis of FAE, is required prior to 
designing such weapons." At McGill, critics arc con- 
cerned that tltc DND research may provide this under- 
standing. 

Meanwhile, the research continues and as recently as 
November 1986, the DND awarded $152 (XX) to the 
Office of Indusbial Research at McGill for a “study of 
the formation of detonation by turbulent mixing and 
transition from deflagration to detonation." 

And last May, the two professors received $226 134 



contractawardsdfaboutS8800(X) from 1982-86. In tltc 
same period, the University of Toronto received $73 1 
(XX), followed by Concordia with $598 (XX) and 
Dalhousic with $592 000. 

The other Canadian universities which received U.S. 
military research contracts arc, in order of total awards, 
McGill, University of Alberta, UBC, York and Univer- 
sity of Victoria. 

In some cases, this research may not co-incidc with 
government policy. Whereas university officials main- 
tain that U.S.-sponsored military research “is not di- 
reedy related to the U.S. strategic defence initiative," 
recent reports about contracts awarded to Canadian 
universités contradict this assertion.

Centre stage McGill 

Canada’s most prolific, or notorious, university mili- 
tary research project is currently taking place at 
McGill. In 1984, the McGill Employees for Nuclear 
Distirmamcnt (MEND) raised questions about the re- 
search McGill Professors Kny status and Lee have l^n 
conduedng since 1980 related to fuel air explosives 
(FAEs). 

FAE weapons arc convendonal weapons which kill 
through shock waves of such extreme intensity diat 
they can rivtd small nuclear devices. A Special 
Commission on conventional weapons of the United 
Nations has tried to ban FAE weapons as “inhumane ar- 



rcntly receiving $28 000 for the study of the hydrolitic 
fate of HI -6 to test die longeivity of a new nerve gas 
antidote. The University of Saskatchewan is also con- 
ducting research using Hl-6. 

McMaster University is evaluating low-angle track- 
ing radar, Memorial is studying groundwarc radars as 
remote ocean sensors, the University of British Colum- 
bia is examining the response of fibre-reinforced plas- 
tic structures to air-blasts, and the University of Mani- 
toba is testing the fracture toughness of submarine hull 
weldments. 

Since at least 1982, DND-funded research at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto have been examining the effects of 
nuclear blasts. In 1982, Dr. J.S. Hansen of the Institue 
of Aerospace Studies at U of T received $47 (XX) for 
“the analysis of structural systems subjected to a nu- 
clear blast environment." The following year, the 
DND awarded Hansen $140 000 for “blast simuladon 
and structural response” studies. Most recently, in 
February 1987, Hansen received $167 000 for “com- 
puterized procedures and suiictures for the analysis of 
structures subjected to air blasL" 

Miliuuy research is also conducted at Canadian uni- 



acting on behalf of the Pentagon, to study the “proper- 
ties of actual and numerical shock and blastwave phe- 
nomenon," Tliis suggesu tliat the U of T may also be 
conducting nuclear blast research for the U.S. The 
study might also be part of the research at U of T and 
Ryerson Polytechnical Institute for the U.S. National 
Aerospace Plane. 

The Aerospace Plane is a joint NASA, U.S. Air 
Force, SDIO and Defence Advanced Research Projects 
Agency project to develop “a reusable winged trans- 
atmospheric vehicle capable of operating as a super- 
sonic aircraft and as a spaceship.” 

The U.S. miliary interest in the plane stems from its 
projected ability to “combine the response time of an 
ICBM with the flexibility of a bomber." 

Since January 1987, Ryerson and U of T have been 
joindy conducting hypersonic wind tunnel tests to 
determine the best inlet design for the Aeropsace 
Plane’s engines. According to the Aerospace Canada 
International report, the Canadian research team has 
received a $42() 000 subconuact for the inlet testing
